In the course of aa^Jnterriew granted 
to the "Dally" representative for Law, 
yesterday morning, Dean Lee dis- 
cussed the new coarse in Notarial 
-Practice to be given In the Faculty of 
Law. The Dean stated that the Faculty 
of Law had inaugurated a new depart- 
ure by inviting Mr. D. Mackay Rowatt, 
N.P-, to give a special course on 
Notarial Practice ana other matters of 
particular interest to students who in- 
tend to adopt this branch of the legal 
profession. 

"Hitherto," Dean Lee remarked, "the 
number of notarial students which has 
come to Mr-Gill has not been large, and 
the idea hag perhaps been entertained 
: in some quarters that the Faculty did 
not do^anythlng to cater to their pe- 
! culiar needs. This, however, is very 
: far from being the truth. The new 
: course Ib at present in the experl- 
| mental stage, but should It be found 
to prove attractive, as in the hands cf 
! Mr. Rowatt it cannot fail to do, it is 
llkcJy to form a prominent part in the 
programme of the Faculty of Law. 

"Mr. Rowatt joined the Faculty in the 
year 1898, which was one of the best 
I years in the history of the Faculty of 
Law. Amongst his contemporaries 
were the Honorable Walter G. Mitchell, 
Provincial Treasurer, Mr. Andrew R- 
MacMaster and others. Mr. Rowatt 
graduated a B.C.L. in the year 1901, 
with First Class Honors." 

The Dean then announced a series of 
popular lectures on "Government," 
which will be free and open to the 
public. "Another new departure," 
Dean Lee Btated, "which the Faculty 
has in contemplation Is to give a 
special course of popular lectures on 
•Government,', which will be open to 
the public without fee. They will be 
delivered at Strathcona Hall on Mon- 
doy evenings, commencing the third of 
March. The tiret lecture WUJ be given 
by mo on "The Clovornrôoat of the em- 
pire' ; following this, Professor Me 
Goun on 'The Government of the Do 
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minion'; then a lecture by Professo 
Surveyor on 'The Government of the 
Province'; another by Professor How- 
ard on 'The Government of the City'; 
and the last lacture of the series will 
be delivered by Professor Mr- Justice 
Greenshlelds on 'Our Judicial Systems.' 

"At a time when reconstruction is in 
the air," Dean Lee continued, "and 
fundamental changes in our institu- 
tions are being talked about, the first 
step seems, to be to ascertain accu 
rately what those Institutions are. It 
is in view of disseminating useful in 
formation on this matter that the 
course of lectures In this connection 
has been projected," Dean Lee con- 
cluded.

aiany times during a college course there comes to men tha 
opportunity to make decisions that will mean a hard uphill fight 
or the road of least resistance. How many students realize that 
in making these decisions they are moulding their own char- 
acters? 

So often students desert courses because they find them 
harder than they expected and flee before "quizses" because they 
fear that they are not adequately prepared. It seems quite the 
thing for an undergrad. early in his course to follow the lint of 
least resistance, and withdraw from a course in which he believes 
he is not making headway. Generally he considers himself ex- 
tremely fortunate to escape from what he looks on as drudgery 
■nd an impossible course, and not infrequently the instructor 
breathes a sigh of relief when he loses such a student. Now 
there, may be courses in which a man may find great difficulty 
but generally speaking a student should reflect well before he 
gives up a difficult task. He will show largely whether he is 
a "quitter" or a "sticker" by the course he pursues when diffi- 
culties conf ront him. » «»«• 

p No one loves a "quitter" and therenuie te*«nn£ of this ilk 

found, in every section of the community, and Mjtyill is by no 
means immune from them. They are generally the fellows who 
will follow the crowd, those who will cheer when the team is 
winning, but will be conspicuous by their absence when it it 
losing. 

Quite often the "quitter" finds his college work too hard and 
the university is well rid of him before he has advanced very far. 
Unless something unforeseen intervenes between this kind of 
man and his fate he will be a "quitter" to the end, for difficulties 
have to be surmounted throughout life, and unless a man de- 
velops "sand" he can but follow his early inclinations. 

Now over against this undesirable nature we have the man 
who sticks to his task. He finds his courses just as hard as 
anyone else, but hard tasks only invite a straggle, and he faces 
the work with determination*, to win through. There is en- 
couragement to be found in the lives of the greater number oX 
men, who stand as the great men in the pages of histm. Many 
of them had to fight against adverse circumstances but the 
hardness of the task was but a challenge to them and they won 
out. Fortunate, indeed, is the student who has a professer who 
will induce him to turn back to the course, in spite of its diffi- 
culties, and fortunate, indeed, is the professor who can he M by 
the student to see that in spite of all the mistakes and short* 
comings, there is true worth in him— -the student. 

Stick to your work and the difficulties most likely will van- 
ish as you put your heart into your work.

HIGHWAYS OF QUEBEC. 

Tue development of good roads in 
Quebec Is a subject at present much 
discussed from one end of the province 
to the other. In the five years from 
1011-12 to 1913-15, the Quebec Govern- 
ment spent 115,774.369 for good roads. 
Tre results arc evident in every part 
of the province. The following fig- 
ures 6how the number of miles ef 
roads systematically maintained by the 
municipalities of Quebec, with the aid 
of subsidies from the government of 
the province. In 1907. 1,000 miles: in 
1909, 2,0«0 miles; in 1911, 8,500 miles; 
in 1913, 15,000 miles. Since 1911 over 
1,211 miles of macadam and 497 miles 
of gravel roads have been made in 
Qnebec.

,wa. He was .born at Kingston, 
Ont., August 22, 18S6, and was prac tie- 
in s at Pocahontas, Alberta, when he 
Joined the Royal Army Medical Corps 

in May, làiô! ;He di4 duty with a field 
ambulance corps and also with an 
artillery brigade, and died suddenly at 
St. Vrunat, France, on December 13, 
1916- : - Col. Walter Beevor, A.D.M.3.', 
46th: Division, in a', letter - told of his 
death,, in part as follows : 

"It'is with extreme regret' l/write 
to tell ou jour son died here on the 
13th inst, from, an attack of some ob- 
scure brain trouble. He was biilited 
with the Adjutant ot his battery of 
artillery, who fourni him lying uncon 
acious on his bed on the evening orHbe 
12th; two doctors were quickly in at- 
tendance, and he was taken to the 
hospital shortly afterwards— he never 
recovered consciousness, aneTconvul 
slons set in, from which he , passed 
away at 1.30 a,m. on the 13th. He had 
an almost similar attack in .October, 
when, he was doing duty in ode of my 
field ambulances, but soon recovered, 
and at . that time two celebrated 
specialists attended him, but the at- 
tack puzzled them considerably, as he 
so noon recovered from it. He has 
been with a brigade of -artillery' since 
that, and -in apparent good health. It 
will soften your great sorrow to know 
that he endeared himself to ell ranks, 
and Sir Hill Child, the officer com- 
manding his brigade,, wrote me some 
weeks ago to., request that your son 
might be permanently attached 'to his 
brigade, ea he was so popular with all 
ranks — a request to which t readily 
asaented. 

"I heard that he had a cousin in No, 
36 Field Ambulance, so I wired for 
him, and 1 he has cleared -up the mys 
tery. It- appears your son had travel 
led a long distance to 'see a patient in 
Canada; and suffered from blood 
poisoning In consequence — we found 
puzzling scars in his skin, which I 
now learn are the sequel of abscesses 
contracted by the blood poinoning. 
This clears up the case, as we found 
deposits in the heart and. aorta and 
the. great artery near the heart, also 
la the kidneys and liver; and doubt- 
less similar ones had occurred in the 
brain.' Thus nis long Journey on duty 
in Canada, which so lowered his con- 
stitution as, '-to give rise to. necrosis 
and subsequent 'blood poisoning, wftB 
the-'diveet cause of,, thé conditions that 
ultimately proved .'fa/fil- 

"J. -cannot 'express niy ' sympathy 
v.-itu you and' other 'members, of his 
fàmtlyïn adéquate terms; and I am to 
( convey the -deepest sympathy of the 
I whole division' from the General Of- 
ficer Commanding' dbwn to any pri- 
vate ' soldier '.'jrith, whom your gallant 
son was acquainted. I hid at times 
to ask him to 'take positions of much 
responsibility and danger, especially 
so with the artillery in the most' ad 
yanced position before Tpres and i 
again when this division recaptured' 
the Hohenzollern .Redoubt near ta 
Basse and be conducted himself wiib 
a gallantry and devotion to duty wor- 
i thy of the best traditions - of' the'scr- 
Ivies." '' : " f / '" ', .;*.;''• " $ ' 
Capt. Marety was . buried '. at . Si. 
Vennat.

Tpe cpurses will be intensely practical 
in such daily affairs as seminaries, in- 
stitutes and charitable organizations, 
Tne students will be prepared- for 
juvenile supervision work, aa man- 
agers of institutions and homes of all 
kinds; as officials in public and pri 
vate undertakings, secretaries ofMro- 
men's associations, librarians book- 
keepers, correspondents, as matrons 
and advanced teachers in household 
training schoels and business educa- 
tional, institutions. Besides these, the 
university will have special social and 
household training courses for women 
and girls who do not Intend taking up
